and ſo did Duke Alfiron, fo2 that if was on his behalf that he 
undertook the Combat; Don Bellianis replyed that he had 
done no mo2e then he ought , being bound to relieve all di⸗ 
ſkreiled perſons by o2der of Knighthood. And now he know- 
ing that as the Combat was finiſhed, it was neceſſary to 
deſire the enlargement vf all the Pꝛiſoners; he therekoze 
went to the Souldan fo demand it; But the Souldan being 
dilpleaſed with what had paſſed, had commanded that his 
Daughter and the Duke ſhould be both returney to P2ifon, 
x although Don Bellianis cryed to him foz their delivery pet 
he would not yetld thereto ; Don Bellianis ſeeing this and be» 


ing diſcontent thereat, rekuſed to go with his Companions 


Don Brianel and Arfileo to habe his wounds cured as they de⸗ 
fired, but left them all and the City, being only followed by 
Don Contumeliano. The Knights and the Pzinceſs Aurora 
returned to their Lodgings , and there their main diſcourſe

was about the vallonr of their Companion, whom they ſup⸗ 
paſed te be the Pꝛ ince of P}#nicia , talking of ſeveral parti- 
culars of his mighty Encounters with the Gyant. Ind now 
there being great need, they were diſarmed and laid in Beds 
to have their wounds dzeſſed. The P2inceſs Aurora habing 
leen that done, went to the Pallace to the P2incels Perſiana, 
who at the requeſt of Don Billianis had received her liberty, 
but the Souldan continued his anger againſt Duke Al. 
fron, and was fo highly diſpleaſed with Don Brianel the 
adventurous Knight, becauſe he would not ſpare the life of 


the King of Cyprus bzother, when the Souldan requeſted it, 


that he commanded him to depart his Kingdom on peril of 
like. He conſented to obey him in th2e& days , but reſolved 
fo return and be revenged on him koz his injuſtice.

execution, fo the great loſs and cffuſion of much blood that 
was ſhed in the effecting thereok. 
Don Billianis having left his Companions and the Cite 
travelled though the Fields, where ſuppoſing himſelf alone 
bo again renewed his thoughts of the P2inceſs Florisbella, 
and he was in ſo deep a ſtudy and contemplation about her, 
that he fozgot he was followed by Don Contumeliano, who 
ſeeing him enter a wood, asked him his reaſon why he ſs ſoze 
wounded left the City foꝛ that deſart place, and alſo deſired fo 
ſce a fair Damſel that he had the evening befoze met withal; 
Don Zillianis in ſhozt time diſcovered himſelf to the party he 


enquired after, which Contumeliano underftanding and being 


aſtoniſhed and confounded at his miſtake, he ſeveral times 
ſoundev,ont of which he could not be recovered by all the re- 
medies that Don Billianis oꝛ Contameliano's Page could uſs. 
ſo that he laꝝ as if he had been dead. This grief and the loſs

they were glad thereof, and entered. the Field; their Sheilds 
were bozne by the two Kings of Armenia and Teſſifanta, and 
their Helmets by Duke Gerirano e the Prince of Brandalia;

The two 
Princeſs Aurora and Perſiana (who ſat on a Scaffold together) 
ſeing that, and beleiving it was Don Billianis, called to him, 
and ſo perſwaded him that he diſcovered himſelf to them. 
The Cerimonies of the Field being perfozmed, they all fix 
ran one aginſt ancther : Don Billianis undertwke the G pant. 
and two Princes the two B2others, the laſt four were by the 
fury of their Encounter kozced to leave their Saddles, all 
were wounded ; but Don Brianel was in the wo2ſt condition, 
having one foot ſo intangled in his Stirop that he could not 
riſe, Moſt kurious was the Encounter of Don Billianis and 
the Gyant, foz Don Billianis his arme was run through and 
kaſtned to his bod with a pæce of theGyantslance that ſtuck 
in it: andthe $yant was thrown to the ground with great 
fury ; Don Billianis was fozced to diſmeunt to encounter the 
Gpant "ho made up to him; but befo2e he diſmonnfed, ſe&- 
ing Tirianel's foot ingaged in his Stirrop, and the Gy- 
ar, 4dverſary) ready to miſchief him, he threw down 
the. col Cyprus while he was cn Hozſe-back, and then 
leaptr. Af, he went to aſiſt Don Brianel, but was hindrod by 
the Gyant his adverſary ; and in ſhoꝛt time the King of Cy. 
prus being agen an his f&t, being as much-inraged as any 
Typger, came alſ; and aſſaulted him ſo that he was foꝛced to 
defend himſelf againſt two, who both gave him many weigh⸗ 
ty fraokes, which did ſo inrage him that he gave the Kings 
bother ( who had anoyed him) ſo puiſCant a ſkroak on ths 
Helmet that it was cut in two, and wounved him on the heap

Great was the 
fear and ſo2row of the two P2incefſe, of Duke Alfrian, and 
of the Damlels of the Tower, who liked from thence to be- 
hold the Combat, andof the Prince of Pœnicia, by the bad⸗ 
neſs of whoſe Swo2d the like the vallianteſt Knight in thz 
UUo2Id was in great danger: in fine all his friends lamen- 
ted, and his foes rejopced. The King of Cyprus advanced to 
finiſh the Combat with one blow he intended to give him, 
but he was miſtaken, fo2 Don Billianis lœing his intent, 
threw thepece of his Swo2d that was in his hand at the 
Gpant with ſuch fury that it again felled him to the ground, 
and then conſidering what he had fo do, and (&ing a Dymiter 
on the ground, which the Gyants bzother had let fall when 
be was lo wounded cn the head, he ſon tok it up, and leaving 
the fight, went to Don Brianel's Hozſe and cut the girts, and 
thereby enabled him fo ſtand on his feet. The P:tnce Arſileo 
bad endeavoured to aſiſt Don Billianis when he was in that 
extremity, but he found enough fo do with the Gyant he had 
engaged.

hut made all poſſible haſte to overtake their enemies, befoze 
they Would get ints their own City and there be Foztified 
and Rolieved, They made a halt at one City by ths way.

55 
he was not dead, was fili in dis Trance, they pelt them 
both m-Hozſeback and a man to ſuppost each of them, and 


fo carried them fo the City : althongh the Souldan was 


mightily tronbled when he heard of the diſcomfiture of his 
Fozces : and complayning againſt his Gods, Raged like 
a mad man, vet was he very well pleaſcd when he ſaw his 
two Kins-men b2onght back and oꝛdered them to be placed 
in 8 Bod in his own Chamber , that the greater Tare 
might be taken in the cure of their Wounds.

flames, and round abont him were many Snakes, Idvers, 
and BaCilisks, that ali ſeiſed on him, and bit him ſo, that hs 
was in cxceCive toz ments cauſing him to roar out, and 
make the ſaddeſf Complaint imaginable. This was the 


Emperoz Brandezar, as Don Billianis well under ſtod by 


ſp&ches he nftered in his Company. Don Jillianis know- 
ing well what he was fo do, app2oached him; in an inſtant 
all the Snakes, Adders, and SaCilisks, left the Empero2 


and feiled upon him̃, and ſo cruelly bit vim, that they mads

The Emperoz Brandezar, ſ&ing a Knight ſo near him 
and ſuppoſing him to bs his old Enemy the King Nycaon, 
he ſeiſed on him and Don Bellianis on him, although he wiſh⸗ 
ed himſelf farther from him, feling a violent heat pzoced 
from his Armour, but they firuggled ſo together that the 
Empero2s Chair fell, and then they ſeparating d2ew their 
Swo2ds and began a terrible Combat, wounding one ano-

The Gyant being diſappointed 
of his intentions that way, caught the Knight and intended 
to ffifle him between his arms, but our Printe being ſcnſilis 
of the danger he was ind:ewa Dagger, and gave the Gyant 
two oꝛ thꝛe terrible wounds therewith, which he feling let 
go the Knight and dꝛewa Turtelax and ftroke at Non Brianel 
ſo that he ſo;ely wounded him, but Don Brianel ſon gave him 
his payment, fo2 at the next blow'hs cat off one of his legs, 
and thereupon he fell to the Earth as (f a Tower had fallen 
and ſon after died.

ded himletf,being fifty thouſand well revived Knighte,and fozty 
Giants. In this manner, wich the greateſt ſilence that _ 
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be, they appꝛoached the Out⸗woꝛks of the Enemy, which was 
near half a league from e City: The defendants, who kept 
an trtellent e2der in the amp, were ready in ſhozt time to 
receive them, being commanded by the Kings of Armenia and 
Teſifante, who hearing of the appꝛoaches ff the Enemies, pꝛe⸗ 
fently cauſed the Clarions and Trumpets to be ſounded., and 
buckling on their Armoꝛ went to receive them: Caro'tano ap- 


poaching the Tents of the Deiendants; couched his Lance, and 


furioufiy unhozſed twenty oz thirty Knights befoze he met with 
any that could withicand him; but the King of armenia ſeeing 
him do ſo much miſchief, and hod ſo weak reſiſtance, without 
any Lance dzew His {[wozd, and cut the Lanee of his enemy in 
two pieces, and then redoubling his blow made him bow his 
body co his hoſe neck: but he {on recollecing his ipirits dzew 
his [wozd, and began aterrible Fight ': Ey this-1ime they in the 


Citp having taken the Atgrum, illued out under the Convuct'of 
the Cmperoꝛ and the Duke Aficon, leaving onely a; Guard of + 
live thonſand-men to defend the City and the Ladies that were 
therein : but when thry came near-td the Camp, they met their

they ood, being purlued by heir enemies who came ſo power- 
Fultty upon them: whereupon the Cmperoz, Duke Alfiron, 
and the reſt were much diſmayed, however enrouraging them 
in the beſt manner they could, they canſed:thour to return and 


face their enemies, and then the fight began to be very hot ann 


Þlaidp , on bellaneo touching his Lanee unhozſed twenty 


Knights befoze he brake it, and then taking another, ran ſs - 


Hercely on into his enemies rancks, that they all made wap un⸗ 


till he met with Bor ald, with whom he encpnnutred ſo fierce- 


Ip, that breaking bi Lance into ſtivere, he cauted him to mea⸗ 


ture his length on the earth, and ſo paſſed on, dzawing his 
woꝛd and killing many ol his enemies: thus was the ; fight a⸗ 


gain rene wed, and hie ſozces fring the undauntedneſs of his 


courage, followed him 1o-vige2onſly, that like a tozrent he boze 

doww all befoze him, till at length he met with Perianeo, who 

then came up with all hie Foxce to renew the Eattel: then did 

the god Emperoz beſtir himtelk, and indad he had great nied, 

fox he was:encompaſſed with 6x _ beſides the Knight — .

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the Images, all which did their uttermoſt endeavozs to aſtail 
him: fome of their blows he received on his ſhield, and others 
were delivered with ſuch puillance on his helmet, that he was 
enfo2ced to hold about his hozſes nerk toka p him from. falling, 
but he ſwn revenged $imielf of them, fox like a raged Lion he 
cut off the arm of one of the Gr-nts, and another he cut off one; 
ſide of his face, ſo that now-he was delivered from two of his 
enemies, but the P2ince- Perianeo knowing him by his Arms 
to be the only confiderable ' Adverfarp he had, deſired the other 
four Giants to leave him alone with him, thinking Himſelf to 
to overcome him that he might gain the moze honoz: then be- 
Kan one of the moſt terrible Fights between theſe two undaun⸗ 
ted Marriers that was ever heard of, both of chem reſolving to. 
do their utmolt devoirs, and they behe ved themſelves io fiercely, 
that as well many other Knights, as the four Giants, ſtood 
ſtill to behold that incomparable. Cqgnbate. During this time, 
in all other places the Fight was continued with much vigoz,, 
and the bzave nights Alfiron, Contumelians, and Florifpiano 
perfozmed wonders : the valiant Ming Armenia was all this 
while ingaged in Combate with Caroliano, Where he gave and 
received many wounds, ant their Fight continned lo long, that 
bothitheir holes were ſtain, and the Bing of Armenia was in a 


tat jeopardy foz many of the Knights of Caroliano's Squa⸗ 
don ( ſeeing; their Commander likely to be overcome by the 
Ming of Armenia) did violently aſſault him, and bꝛought him 


to great extremitp, having wounded him in many places, æ he han 
very nigh fainted with his great lols of blod, when theKing of 
Teſifante arcompanied with 500 Ats. came to his reſci e, & again 


mounted him on the Horſk of one of the knights that he had Main; 


Thus the Eattel continued indifferent on both ſides, till Bo- 
raldo and Don Fermofel arrived with their ſeveral Squadꝛons 
of fiſtp: thouland men. arpiece, brake thꝛough the rancks of their 
enemies „ and attempted to fozce their way into the City ; 


which they endeavozed by all means poſſible to effect, foz they 


brought Scaling Ladders, and all other inſtrumeuts of Mar; 
fitting toallault it: which when Duke Alfiron, and the reſt of 
theKnights heard, they immeviatelp retreated into the City, 
knowing that it was but weakly manned, and not able long to 
| | reſiſt 
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reſiſt the furious aſſaults that would be made. 


Thus the Empero2 (who as J told peu befoze was ingaged. 


in a blody Fight with the Knigbt of the Imagis) was forces to 
leave the Com bate unfiniſped, to retire to che City to reicut it, 
which he heard was well nigh taken: being come near the gates 
of the City, he ſaw that the enemy had gotten pon elſton cf part 
of the wall, and likewiſe ye ſaw che K ighr of 11:60 meges com 
ing behind him with all his Fozces, whereldze he la irg the 
citreamity of the buſineſs halled into the City, and Ed in the 
reer of all his F82ces, and was the laſt man that catred, holding 


a continual Fight with his enemies, till He ſaw all his own 


Fozces were Within the walls, and chen he bimiclf entred, not 


permitting any of his enemies Fozces to enter with hin which 


they by all means attempted to do: fo lon ae he was entted, 
and the gate ſtronglp faſtned, he repaired to that - part of 45s 
wall which he ſaw was polſeſſed by the enemy, and mounting 
thereon, being followed by ſeveral valiant Knights, ſen tum⸗ 
bled the enemies-from the wall, and kept the pollelsion thereof 3 
but all this, and what ever elſe they could do, did not hinder che 
enemy lrom getting the polſeſcion of the wall in many places, 
which they at laſt kept in deſpight\of all the Fozces of the City, 
and were ready to deſcend the wall and enter the City, 
when they heard a great noiſe of Trumpets and Clarions, and 
a great company of armed Knights behind them, who gave a 


great aſlault to thoſe of their Fozces that were below; at which 
they were greatly aſtoniſhed, and ſing them come ſozward 


with a great deal of impetuoſity and deſtruction of many of their 


Foxces, the chief Commander who had getten the pollelsion ok 


ths wall, came down to help their companions, and the reſt, who 


ſtill remained on the wall, were ſon fo2ced from thence , and 


thrown headlong down, where they ended their lives. 
Thus was the Battel again revived, and many ef. the Soul⸗ 


dans Knights and Gyants loft their lives, by.the invincible - 


arms of four oz five knights, who came in company of the late 


- Foxces.that came to relieve the City: but among the. reſt, there

ſelf to be bzavely received by the Knight of che Baſiliiks and his 
companions. | . 

M hen they in the City ſaw this, they iafozmed the Emperoꝛ 
Don Bellaneo thereof, who commanded one of the Gates to be 
immediately opened, out of which he iſſued with ten thouland 
men, and went immmediately to the place where the K ight of 
the Baſilisks was engaged, and ſeeing him do ſuch wonders, and 
ſuppoling him to command the reſt; he laid to him: A night,

Ofen as the Knight of the Baſilisks and his Companious 

were entred the City, the Emperoꝛ cauſed a ſtrait Guard 

to be placed on the Walls, and then retired to the Pal- 

lace, where he was welcomed by the two Pzinceſſes Peiſi 

ana and Aurora; but greatly was the joy of all tucreaſed 

when the K ight of the Baſilisks diſcovered himſelf to be Don 
Bel{i:nis, Knight of the Golden Image, and his Compaſſions to 


be his two Brothers Don Clarineo of Spain, and Don Lucida- + 


more of ſheffaly, and his. Couſin Don Brianel of Macedon: 


but there was one Knight who continued fill unknown to all 


dut the Duke Alfiron, who being nnarmed, knew him to be his 


bzother Don Gorino; and indeed to him they were very much ins . 


gaged foz his help and aſſiſfance, foz he was not only a good 
Knight Himſelf, bus he had bzought twenty thouſand valtant 


Knights and Doldiers with him, to aid bis Ezother : and the 


Right of the Bafilisks and his Companions, overtaking him in 


their return from Antioch. and underſtanding that his deſign 


was only to relieve the City of Bollera and their Journey being 
intended foz the ſame place, they diſcovered themſelves to him to 
be friendsto his Bother the Duke Alfiron, and thereupon they 


joyned themſelves together, ard arrived at the City in lo foztu- - 


nate a time, that had they not come as they div, the City mult 


nerds have been taken by the Enemies, by reaſon: of their great 
kozces, and the mall power that was within to oppoſe them: but

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their arrival in fo foztunate a time, cauſed the Souldan to loſe 
his deſign, and made him retreat, as we have befo2ze told poy, 
with the loſs of ene hundzed thouſand men, and many. valiant 
Unights and Giants.

dk thoſe two Knights there preſent ;and of their brother Don Bel⸗ 
lianis, as alſo by the advice and help of Palineo and Damartino, 
he had flain the Ulurping King Tramolcano. and the Count 
Garino, and reduced the Kingdom to her obeviencez and that 
there was nothing now wanting but her pzcſence to make her 
ſubjects happy, and that they were all ready to obey her in eve⸗ 
ry thing, and in the mean time till ſhe could come thither, they 
had lwozn Daths of Allegiance to Damartino, accozding to her

This news greatly contented the Pzinceſs, and ſhe returned

Night being 
come every one repatrey to their (cveral ledgings and their tok 
their oꝛdinary repoſe, onely Don Bellianis was much troubled 
that he was fill kept there, and hindzed from viſiting his 


Pzinceſs Eiorisbella, and beſides he knew not how to go to her 


foz his Father expected upon the concluſion of the Peace, that 
be would return with him to Conſt ant inople. 


In thele meditations he ſpent moſt part of the night, and 
when mozning came he aroſe and diſpacched a meſſenger into the 
City, to certifie the Douldan of his Daughters arrival, and co 
Know his pleaſure what Gould be dane. To which the Souldan 
returned anſwer, that he erpeced her and the Duke to come to 
his _ that day, in company of what other Knights they 


The Duke and Pzinceſs being certyfied heroof , prepared-- 
themlelves foz that purpole, aud about novy, only accompanied - 
with the Pzinceis Aurora, Don Bellianis, and Don Brianel, they 
entred the Citp, andtame into the pzeſence of the Douldan, 
who. was ſeated on a thzone, and his great Lozvs about him. 
The Pꝛincels Perſiana and the Duke humbled themſelves on 
their kuies, and He humbly deftrev her Father to foꝛgive her 
raſhneſs , foz it was onelp trus lobe that cauſed her to vo the 


ſame and pzomiſed him that if he would deign to pardon that 


Freat fault, che would in all things tontinue his obedient Daugh⸗ 
ter during like, and concluding her Sprech, the ſhed many tears: 


To which the Doulvdan replyed, that her diſobedience to his 


commmandy, had. occaſioned the lols of the lives of. wanp of his. 
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Subjects, and that therefoze ſbe might expect the Gods tö be 
continually angred with all her undertakings, but as fn his 
part, ſeeing che had made lo fre a confeſſion of her fault, he vip 
freely fozgive her, and then ariſing from his Thꝛane, he came 
down and tok her by the hand, and raiſed her from the ground, 
and then cauſed the Duke Alfiron to ariſe, to whom he gave hex 
wiſhing the Gods to bleſs them. | 

Thus this being done tothe content of all that were pꝛeſent, 
the Douldan commanded the Tables to be covered, and deſires 
the ftrangers to ſit down to dinner, pzomiflug in the afternwn 
to give them ſatisfaction in ozder to a general peace.

To which Don Bellianis-replyed, that his ming thither was 
foz no ther end but to aſſiſt the Pzinceſs Aurora in recovering 
the Kingdom of Antioch from the hands of Don Gallaneo, who 
had wꝛongfully poſſeſſed himſelf of the ſame, as it could not be 
uahnomn to the Bauldan: and that now Don Gallaneo beit 
bead, as alſo the wing viho had lately uſutped the ſame, and all 
her Dubjets being defirous. to come under her obedience, he 
humbly vefired that his Pighneſs would vo her that jultice, as 
to let her peactably enjoy the ſame. | 
The Donldan-having underſtovfo2merly of the aſfaits of that 
Kingdom, gud that it was new in che-polleſion of her Deputies: 
granted the vequeib of Don Bellianis, on condition that-She ans

was pꝛopounded. was Peace betwen the Emperoz and the 
Souldan, which the Souldan conſented to hold firmlp foz ten 
pears. And to conclude all, pzomiſed a free Pardon to the Kings: 
of Armenia and ”eflifanty, who were his Tributaries. Mhere⸗ 
upon Don Bellianis and Mon Brianel departed from the Soulvan 
to carry this news to the Camp. where the chief being alſemb- 
led joyfully received the News, and fo2 that night made con⸗ 
tinual EFone-fires, ſo that both in the City and Camp it was all 
night as light as vay. | 

The next moꝛning early a Peſſenger arrived in the Camp, 
to give an Invitation to the Emperoꝛ and the reſt of thoſe great 
Lozds, to come into the City to dine with the Douldan : which 
Invitation was accepted of, and accozdingly about Eleven of the 
Clock they all let fozwards and ſo entred the City, being atten⸗ 
ded with great Ceremonies and Pomp by many of the Doul- 
dans nights. As ſon as they came near the Pallace,the Doul- 
dan had notice thereof and came to. receive them, and although 
till now they had been the greateſt enemies in all the Wozld, 
pet the Souldan and the Emperoz embzaced one another with 


much freedom and amity: and thus the Souldan received all the 


reſt ok the Principal Knights, and lo conducted them into the

All things being thus foztunately concluded, the Souldan dil⸗ 
banved his Army,and the Gmpersz ſent his away by Sea, un⸗ 
der the command of Sabian of Trebanto, who accozdingly embare- 
gued himſelf, and within ten vays departed : here was nothing 
now wanting, but to put the two Pꝛinteſſes in poſſeſſion of. 
their Kingdoms; the Pzinceſs Aurora into her Kingdom of An-

which place he intended to go. His Father intenving to tarry him 
home with him, hardly conſented to this ſeparation, but at lengtb 
at the intreaty of the Pꝛincels and her Hus band, he was content 
pꝛovided his Don engaged to return home again in ux months 
which he conſented to do. They that accompanied the Pzinceſs

How the two Princes Per;ance of Perfio, and Gramalis of Thrace, 
being thoroughly cured of their wounds, and walking is the 
Deſert ef Dea h, came to the water ſides and finding a Barque 
went into her, which carried them immediately 10 tbe pleat.

being open he entred, and walking thzough a great Ball he 
went into a Parloz, the mot beautiful in the Wozld, where he 
ſaw two Ladies who were placed above the rex, and about twelve 

Damlels attending on them, to whom he laid: :

Lady, ſaid Don Bellianis, not far from hence there is much com⸗ 
pany coming who will be with us pꝛelently, therefoze J pꝛay 
relate to me pour buſineſs while they come to us, and then J 
ſhalk ſurniſh you with luch help as ſtall be nerdlul. The Lady 
underſtanding that he ſpake nothing but realon, thus replyed: 


nor then, Dir Knight, that J belong to the vertuous Pzinceſs 


Mattaroſa, Daughter to the King of Numidia, and Niece tg 


the Souldan of Babylon: this P2inceſs hath fo2 many years li⸗ 


ved at the Court of the Souldan her Uncle, in the Company 
ef the Pꝛinceſs Florisbeſ la her Couſi n, but of late her Father be⸗ 
ing grown Dld, and deſirous to diſpoſe of her in marriage befoze 
he died, ſent her Bꝛother Baltaſano to the Court of the Souldan 
to bzing his Differ to him: Baltaſano after he had continued 


ſome time in the Court of the Souldan, deſired leave to depart 
with his Differ to her Father that expected them; to which it 


was a long time e're he could get the Douldans conſent in re⸗ 
gard of the great love that hath been between her and his daugh⸗ 
ter Florisbella. About two Months ſince there was great Jouſts

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How Don Bellianis went with the Damſel of the Princeſs Mate 
taroſa, to rel:eve her out of the hands of the Gyant Altifer 
and his Company: And how he and his Company overcame 

the Gyanc and his two Brethren and Company, and Releaſed 
the Princeſs and her Brother Balraſ ins: And how ſhe knew 
bim to he the Knight of the Golden Image, and how. ſhe and 
her Brother left him, to depart towards Babylon, 


and his Company parted, and therekoze we will leave them 
in their Journep towards Shyraz, to tell yott what befel 
Don Bellianis, who travelled ſo long with the Damſel that 
at laſt they arrived in ſight of a Caſtle ſeated on a Rock, which

tumbling to the Carth, and then coming to the Pꝛince Baltaſano, 
be immebiatelp unbound him, and gave him a Dwo2d, by whoſe 
example thu reit of his Knights releaſed the reſt of the pziſoners 
and then begon the fight to be moſt blody. 

The Giant Altifer, and his two bzothers ſeeing the valloz of 
that one Knight, reſolved to let upon him, and lo they all the 
came With the ſame reſolution, but he quickly ſeeing the danger 
he was likely to run into, if he did not diſpatch,gave-one of them 
ſo powerful a blow, that he cut off his Arm, and fozced him to 
let his Mace fall to the Gzound, 

The two bꝛothers ſe ing this, came with both their Paces at

own hoſe befoze him, and did ride away with all the ſped pol⸗ 
ſible 2 at which action the Damſels gave a great ſcrech, which 
Don Bellianis hearing much wondzed, and leaving the fight, 
turned himſelf about, but he Had no ſoner perceived the cauſe, 
but like lightning he made haſt after him, and being very well 
mounted, he len overtok him, which the Giant ling; he let fall 
the Lady, and turned about to encounter Don Bellianis, being 
glad that he had gotten him alone, and Don Belſianis was no leſs 
glad then he, not only foz that, but alls in regard that he had let 
go the Pꝛzincels, fearing much that if he had held her fill the 


might have been hurt in the combat. Thus theſe two Combatants 


£qually reſol ved, aſlaultep each other, and gave and received many 
Wounds; but Don Bellianis whoſe valoz was not to be cqualled 
by anp Giant oz Kuight, reſolving now in the pꝛelence of his 
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Ladies kinl⸗ woman to few the utmoſt effects thergef, gave the 
Siant two ſich mighty Llows, that with the one he cut off his 
Leg, and With the other he guite killed him. 

The Pꝛincels all this while beholding the Combat and ſ&ing 


the mighty blows Don Bellianis gave the Giant, could not ima⸗ 


gine who it ould be, and that ſo much woꝛth and ſtrength ould 
remain in one ſingle Knight, but well viewing his arms,ſte re⸗ 


membxed him to be the Knigbt of the Baſi i- ks, who had done 


ſuch bꝛave acts at B abylon foz the relief of her Couſin the Pꝛin⸗ 
ceſs Florisbella, and viewing her Picture on his Shield, the 
fmmediately cried out, Ah wozthy night: pattern of all true 
Ualo2 and Pagnanimitp, much am J bound to you foz peur 
great aid and alſiſtance, and many thanks have J cauſe to ren- 
der vou foz this ſo mighty deliverance in this my moſt ertream 
neceſſity : Having thus laid, ſhe came near him to kiſs his 
hands, but he refuſed that and kindly embzacing her, ſaid: Bas 
dam, it is time tozus to return back to ſee in what condition 


the Pꝛince your B2other is, and if occaſion be to lend lim my 
aſſiſtance : wherefoze He cauſed her to mount on the Giants 


hozſe, and he mounting on his own, ſet fozwards towards the 
place of the Combat; in which time ſhe again thanked him foz 
the aid he had affozded her, pzomiſiug him to do him all the af- 
fairs of Love oz friendſhip that ſhe could, if he would pleaſe to 
come to the Souldan of Babylons Palace as he had fozmerly pꝛo⸗ 
miſled; telling him that ſhe was now reſolved to return back thi- 
ther, and aſſuring him that the Pꝛincels Florisbella her Couſin 
had an extrao2dinary eſteem foz him, and expected his coming: 
and ſhe aſſured him that ſhe would endeavoz to increaſe her 
gend affection towards him. : 

Puch joyed was Don Bellianis at this diſcourſe , and thus

On Bellians and his Knights travelled ſo faff, that within 
thꝛct hours after they overtok their company, fo2 the Pꝛin⸗ 
cels and her Yus band made but cafie marches, and had ſtayed 
at a Town not far cffto dinner: Wihen Don Bellianis ceme 
befozc the Duke and the Pzincels, thep asked him how he hay

After they had paſſed the Tapyriar Pountaine, thy came to 
a great River called Bradamir,which watereth the City, and af- 
terwards falleth into the Perſian Gulph with twenty miles 
circling about on the land: when they came rear the City, it 
was the plealanteſt thing in the Wo21d fo beheld, fo ſtately a 
Building, twenty ſtately Zemples appeared at ene time, and 
the Pallate with its lofty Towers made an extraozdinary ſplen⸗ 
dozin the eyes of the ſpectatozs. Inti nit e was the relozt cf the 
Plebeans that came out to behold their few Ning and Duen, 
and when they were a mile off from the Citp, the Chief Pagi⸗ 
rates came out to do their homage to the King and Quten, and 
; COON . in 
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in this manner they entred the City, which is one af the moſt an 
tient and famous through all that part of the Wiozlo, Here 
Srt Pagick was first hatched, Mere Nimrod, a fter the confuſton 
of Babel, lived and was buried. Mere Cirus the molt excellent of 
Beathen Princes was bozn, and all but his head intombed. Pere 
the great Alexander glutted his ambition and dzunkennels. 
Here the fir® Sydilla ſung our Daviozs Intarnation. Pence 
the Magi are thought to ſet fozth toward Bethe lem, and here ma⸗ 

ny Kings have ſwayed their Scepters: in fine it is a place de⸗ 

fended by nature, inricht by trade, by art made lovely, the Wine 

pards, Gardens, Cypꝛeſles, and Temples, raviſh the ere, and 
ſmzll in every part ſweet and delighttul, - . 

Theſe excellent perſons were received into this moſt delight⸗ 
ſome place, with a great deal of ſolemnity and jop, and in all the 
pꝛincipal places of that City, and all other places of the nation, 
they were immediately Pꝛoclaimed King and Queen of Shyraz, 
Larr, and Jaarown, L82d and Lady of Ormus, Maqueroon,Cers 
moen, Chuſeſtam, Sigeſtan, and Farleſtan, P2ince and Pyinceſs 
of the Gulph of Perfia, and of the Illes there. Theſe were the. 
titles, and great was the joy:anÞ .acclamations of all that vaſt 
kingdom, which reaches above ſix hundzed miles round about. 
If I Gouldrecite to you the many ſhews, pageants, and trium⸗ 


phant arches that were built, and the ſeveral congratulat zy- 


Speeches that were that day made to their new King and Queen, 
I thould as much weary you with the reading, and my lelf with 
the wiiting thereof, as they were that day wesried with the 
hearing of them, and indeed they were lo tedious, that although 
they came to the City by two ak the clock afternoon, pet was it 
nine ek the clock at night befoze they came ta the pallace | 2 


whither they being arrived, they diſmiſſed moſt of their ſubjecks, 
and being much wearied they went to take their o2dinary repole, - 


which thzough wearinels every one enjoyed, except Don Belli-

which Don Bellionis ſeeing, he quickly difmounted and aſſaulted 
his enemy with many ſtrokes, which were returned With great 
ſtzength. During the time of this Combate with the Knights, 
their Yozſes began a fiterce Combate, fe2 they ran violently a⸗ 
gainſt one another, and likting vn their foe tet a. each

aſtonichment ok the beholderg. Thus continnued they a god 
while, but in the end Pon Bel#anis his Hoꝛſe cauſed the other to 
run away, which was taken notice of to be a god Omen to his 
Maſter; who in the mean time was not idle: But reſolving lo 
fon as this Combate was finiſhep. to be gage, tberefoꝛe he did 
his utmoſt endeavoz to vanquiſh His. enemB, whom he had ſo 


wounded in ſeverall places, that it was impoſlible foz him to 
ftontinnue much longer. Xut Don Bellianis being much vexed at 


the redionſneſs sf the fight likting up his Dwozd very high, gave 


the Knight lo great a ſtroke on the Helm. that it cut it in pieces, 


and wounded his head in luch manner that he fell to the 
earth, when peſently ſetting the point of his Swozd to his 
W2ealk, he asked him if he would acknowledge the King and 
Queen to be his lawful Dovereigns 2 To which the Knight 
replyed, Me would never conſent to any luch thing during his 
life.

This had been done twice, and the Herald was about to begin 
the third time, when a Knight armed in an azure Armor, com»

rived in his own dominions, and then he travelled the mee boldly 
but he as pet law no p2cparations toe Mar, at which he much 
wondzed: but the Empero2 ok Trebizond had been ſo lueden,

ſhould qufcklp teſfifie that the love J Have pꝛomiled to nou, is 


not counterfeit, but abſolutelpreal. Me hearing her in thele 


tearms, fell down on his knes , and ftrialp embzactng hers,” / 


cryed out, ah adam, How do pou undo pour creature wit 


heaping lo much bleſlings upon Him, which in all his life, al⸗ 
though ſpent in pour ſervice,can never merit » The Pzinceſs  } 
Mattatoſa ſœing them in theſe terms commanded him to ariſe, 
and leave off theſe impertinent pꝛeteſtations; foz, ſaith ſhe, 1 
am confident pou are both ſo well ſatisfied of each others affe- 
ctfons, that theſe wozds are impertinent, and muff neds give - 

pou both ſome ſenſtble trouble. Thep verp well knowing thar 
the ſpake a great deal of reaſon, fell from this diſcourſe to _ 

| | otyer, 
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ether, as what ozder he intended to take in his Expedition: 
To which he replped, That he intended the next dap to be 
upon the march with thoſe Fozces that were alreadp raiſed, 
and go mert the Enemy, if poſſible, in His own Quarters, and 
ſo Hinder Him from Hurting the Countrep ; To which the 
Pzinceſs was (omewhac unwilling to give him leabe to de⸗ 
part ſo ſon, but He telling Her that the loner He went, it was 
moſt pꝛobable He ſhould return the ſoncr, and that during his 
abſente, he would lend his truſfp Dwarf with Letters tothe 
Pꝛintels Mattaroſa to be delivered to her, and under that pze⸗ 
tence Anſwers might be ſent without ann ſulſpition: Theſe 
things being tontluded ek, and He taking His heartp Farewel 
both cf Her and Her Couſin, akter manp amozous Dalutes, he 
departed to His own Lodging, and lo he went to take his oꝛ⸗ 
dinarp repole, N 
The next dan he was up earlp in the moꝛning, and the two 
Unigfts Of Hope, and The Flaming Sword, deſtred that they 
might be admitted to wait on Him in this Expedition: to which 
requeſt, he being ſufficientlp ſatisfied of their UMalog, aſlented, 
and gabe them doth luſficient Commands under him, which 
when he Had done, he ſent fo2 the Pꝛince of Numidia, and thep 
after ſome Conference together, refolved (mmediatelp to mn- 
fer all the Fozces that was then in the City ; which then Ha: , 
ving done, found that there was eightp thouſand men. And 
Don Bellianis reſolving to be gone, divided the Foꝛtes into two 
parts, and tok under his Command fifty thouſand men, know⸗ 
ing that the Fozces of his Companion would increaſe daylp; 
and therefoze commanding them all to be in readineſs that Af- 


ternqn, He repa:redto the Ssuldan, and deſir'd his leave to de⸗ 
part, telling him that old Maxim in War, | 


Thar the leaft delay, 
Spreads Palms, and ſcatters Roſes in Rebellions way. * 


The Souldan after he Had heard his reaſons, gave conſent, 
giving him a large Commiſſion to.ratle Foꝛtes all the wap ſe 
ſhculd go, and pꝛomiſing to lend him moze Aid with all che ex- 
pedition that might be. : | 
Thus this bzave n his leave of the Pons 
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dan and Ladies » departed from that great City , and that 
evening marching ten miles to a little Town, where koz that 
night be twkup his Quarterg. 


CHAP. XXIII. 


How Don Bellianis marching towards Trebizond , and increafing 
his Army, arrived at laſt near to his Enemies Camp, 


Arlp the next mozning did Don Bellianis ariſe, and cauſed 

the Drums, Trumpets , and all other Marlike Inſtru⸗ 
ments to ſound a Parch; which Command being accozdinglp 
obeped , they advanced fozwards , but He was much Hfndzed 
in his Parches, bp reaſon of the great quanfitp of Fozceg 
that ſtill tame in to him, ſv that befoze He Had marched one 
hundzed and fry miles, Eis Armp was one hundzed thouſand 
men compleat, at which he was very joyful; and therefoze He 
made all the expedition poſſible to met the Enemy befoze he 
ould be come cut of His own Kingdom. But the Emperoz of 
Trebizond having carried en his buſinels with great pꝛibatp, 
Had gotten his Fozces together, and muſfring two hundzed 
thouſand men, beſides mann fierce and frong Gpants,he was 
advanced with his Army vern far, and was come into part of 
the Dominions of the Souldan of Babylon, befoze he heard the 
News of the Souldans being returned, which did ſomewhatr 
trouble Him, but However he reſolved to go on, and not leave 
His Enterpztze unattempted. 

. Wherefoze Hearing of the app;oaches of His Enemies Foz- 
tes, he ſent to \& what number thep were, and who had the 
commanding of them. The Meſlenger returning to him, told 
bim that the Souldans Fozces tonſiſted of one hundzed thou⸗ 
ſand men, and that then were conduced bp a famous Unighe, 
called The Knight of the Golden Image. | 

Hearing this news. he was ſomewhat diſcontented rhereat, 
foz He had been in the Wars bet weren the Souldan of Perſja and 
the Duke Alficon, and there he had borh Heard and ſ&n the va- 
{fant Aas of the Knight of the Golden Image: but However He 
reſolved to perſiſt in hig Enterpztze, and like a god and hardy 
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Knfght to go fozward, and endeavoz to give his Enemy battel 
befoze he would increaſe his Foztes, not queſtioning but tho⸗ 
row the magnanimitp of His own Ualoz, and that of his 
Knights and Opants under His Command, he ſhould be able 
coercounter his Enemp with god advantage, and conſidering 
he Had double his number, he might vanquiſh and overcome 
His Fozces betoze Aid came to him: wherefoze he hearing that 
he was within a daus march of his Enemp, cauſedHis Armp 
the next mozning to march kozwards, intending that if his 
Enemy continued his march to jopn Battel with Him. Don 
Bellianis likewiſe hearing that his Enemp came fozwards, ad⸗ 
banced apace, being reſolved as well as he to give him Battel 
that dap, if it were pcſſible : but when then appzoached near 
to one another, their men were lo wearied with that days tra⸗ 
vel, that befoze then tould put them in ann ged ozder, & bzing 
up the Rear ot their Armies, the evening came on, ſo that then 
were both fozced to alter their reſolutions; and therefoze then 
both entamped themlelves in ſight of one another, and all that 
night both Armies made great Fires, ſo that it was an arti⸗ 
ficial dan, now and then running into one anothers Camp in 
ſmall parties, and doing ſome harm: but the moznfng appꝛoa⸗ 
ching then let the Fires go out, and Don Bellianis cauſed them 


all to pzepare themſelves fo2 the Battel, and ſo then did, entou⸗ 


raging one another in the beit ſozt that might be, relolbing to 

lole all their lives, ere then would permit themſelves to be o⸗ 

bercome bp their enemies. Don Bellianis knowing what was 

neceſſary to be done bp a god General, Having ben in mann 

other Bartels. ozder'd his Army and divided his Squadzone, 
as ſhall be ſhewed pou in the Chapter following.

How Dor Bellianis ordered his Forces, and of the cruel bloody 
Barrel between the Emperor of Trebizond and his Army, and 
the Forces under the command of Don Bellianis. | 


12 mozning being come wherein this great Battel was 
to be fought , Don Bellianis aroſe early, and wor bis 
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Army into thꝛee Squadꝛons, twok fozty thouſand men under 
his own Command , twenty cHouſand men He ozdered to be 
commanded by the Knight of Hope, and twenty thouſand men 
under the command of the Knigh: of the Flaming Sword, and 
twenty thouſand men moze ke oder dto be under the command 
of the Pꝛinte of Meſapotamia, and not to ir tothe Bactel,un- 
til there ſhould be an abſolute neceſſity , oz that He ſhould be 
commanded bz Himſelf. | 

Thus Having ozdered His Fattaliens, He commanded the 
Meads of every Trop to come tothe Front of che Army,where 


he encouraged them bp this fotawing diſcourſe: Gentlemen, 


and fellow Souldiers, the cauſe of thts War J ſhall not ned to 
tnfc2m pou of, pou being alreadp latis fied in that particular, 
the Courages of pour Enemies por: likewiſe are acquainted 
with, Having by often experience found that never ann of pour 


Nation was overcome bp them , but that pou iſt marched a- 


wap Conquerozs, gibing Laws to them rather than obeping 
anp of their Commands. | 

Their pzeſumption that pour King was abſent, was the 
chief occaſton of this boldnele in them, oz elſe then would not 
Have been lo har dz as co enter pour Lond,and now being a{a- 


med after all this pzoviſion to turn back again without abi- 
ding the Hazard of a Battel , thep with much unwillingneſs 


expect pou; their intentions was to fozce pour Pꝛincels, com⸗ 
mand pour Tfates, diſyoſe of pour Perſons, and to make all 
the Jnhabicants of this Kingdom their Aaſſalg, Hoping to 
Have found pou in diſoꝛder, and without a Head, but thanks 
be to Heaven pou Have not onelp a Head to rule ober pon , in 
that pour gracious Soberaign is reſtoꝛed, but allo a General 
who will hazard his perſon to the ui moſt with pou, and theres 
foze J queſtion not but pou will Have hearts to follow mp Ex- 
ample; and if pou lee any thing of courage in me, to fmitate 
me therein and fellow mp Example; and aſſare pour ſelves 


that I reſolve to conquer oz die: thus Hoping pou habe all the 


lame courage and reſolution , let us bzavelp fall on our Ene⸗ 
mies. 

This Spech being ended, cauſed a great ſhout tHzoughout 
the whole Armp, and pzeſentlp every one repairing to his own 


Com- 


- 
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Command, thep marched on to aſſault their Enemies, who all 
this while were not idle; but the Emperoz not fozgetting 
what was neceſſary to be done, did likewiſe ozder Hts Bartel, 
and divided them into four parts, one of fifty thouſand men 
he commanded Himſelf, the W2ince of Albania commanded the 
like number, and two mighty Gtants of his kinred, comman- 
ded the other two Squadzong. 

Thus Habing divided His Fozces , and ozdered His Battel, 
he was likewiſe abeut to make an Ozation ta his Souldiers, 
but the noiſe which his Enemies made in their Appzoaches 
diverted bim, therefozegaufing his Trumpets and Drums, 
and all manner of Pilitary Jnffruments to ſound; He being 
armed at all points in the Front of the Armp, went fozwards 
to reteibe the Babylonians, Den Bellianis being likewile in the 
Front of his Army,ſ\&ing his Tnemy appꝛoach, and believing: 
it to be the Emperoz , becauſe He had on His accuffomed black 
Armoz, in which he Had gotten great Renown, anger and jea⸗ 
louſie ſo intenled him, that taking a ſtrong Lance and couch- 
ing the ſame , He ran full againſt him; andthe other being 
allo pzovided did the ſame in ſuch bzave manner, that their 
Lantes ſhivered info pieces, and their Hozſes meeting, f ad like 


to Have overthzown one another: but theſe two bzave Ware 


riozs (on recovering themſelves, and dꝛawing their ©wo:ds, 
aſſaulted one another with incredible fury : Long did their 
Combate endure together, ſo that both Armies joyned , and 
as well the Soldiers as the Commanders perfozmed wonders, 
making an incredible laughter: At length one of the Giants, 


Couſin to the Emperoz, advancing with His Trop , arrived 


at the place where the two Generals were in Combate , and 
reſolving to diſpatch Don Bellianis, cowardlp came behinde 
Him, and gabe him lo wejgþhty a blow en the Helmet, that he 
fell backwards on his Hozſe,and he going to redouble the lame, 
Had certatulp killed Him at the ſecond blow, Had not the Hozſe 
of Don Bellianis run awap with his Paffer ,, who ſwn coming 
again fo htmſelf , and being extraozdinarilp enraged, pertei⸗ 
ved that it was the Giant that Had uſed Him lo hardly, foz he 
fill purſued him to take awap His life; which He ſ&ing , be- 
ing moze enraged than ann Numidian Lioneſs bereaved of her 
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whelps , the fire ſparkling from his epes, let fall his Target, 
and taking His Swoꝛd in both Hands, laid ſs puiſlant a blow 
on the Gpant , that he did cleave Him down from the head 
to the middle. The Black Knight [&fng this,crved out, Oh ye 
Gods! with how much fozce and valoz Have pou endued one 
ſingle Knight - 

Don Bellianis Having done this execution, ſpurred on his 
beaff, and moze fur iouſlu than a batted BuÞ entred the Arp 
df His Enemp, where he did kill and ſlap all that came within 
the reach of his ©Swozd. The Black Knight did the like, till at 
length he was encountred with by the Knighrof Hope, who in 
deſpigHt of His reſolution to go fozwards, made Him ffap and 
bzavelp receiv'd him: but the Black Knight being of admirable 
fo:ce and dextcrity lo Handled him, that in ſhozt time he left 


him without ſenſe oz motion, and lo he departed and went foz- 


wards, killing and flaping all that had the valoz ro oppoſe him. 
Thus centinued he a long time, till one came to him, and told 
him that his pzeſence would be verp neceſſarp in his own Ar- 
mn, faz that the Knight of the Golden Image,” and thoſe who 
followed him, Had put one of the Squadzons of His Armp to 
the rout, which he hearing pzeſentlp departed; andcoming to 
the plate where Don Bellianis was, he ſaw him perfozm things 
incredible, foz He was in purſuit of mann Knights , none of 
chem Having ſo much relolution as to turn their faces to⸗ 
_ him, fo2 if then did, thep tertainlp met with their 
deaths. | 

The Emperoz \&ing this, was fozced foz the ſafetp of his 
own men, to engage Himſelf once moze in Combate with him, 
which Don B:llianis was not at all diſcontented at , but renew- 
ing his fo:ces,he likewiſe renew'd the Fight with Him. Theſe 
two valiant Champions continued long in fight together, and 
gave ta eath other ſuch violent blows , that thoſe Foꝛtes that 
were there ſteod ffill and fozboze fighting, to behold them: But 
Don Bellianis, whoſe match was not to be found thzoughout the 
whole Univerſe , being angred that the Fight continued ſo 
long, gave the Emperoꝛ ſo mtghtp a blow on the arm, that he 
wounded Him lo mightily,that His ſword fell out ef His hand; 
which Don Bellianis ſeeing, and iniending to redouble Hig _ 
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was pꝛebented: foz inaup valiant Knights who had til then 
ſtwd itt, ſeing their Pꝛinte in ſo great danger, went and ſuc- 
cozed him, and in delpight of, Don Bellianis carried him awan 
to his Tent, where when His wounds were dzeffed , he wönld 
habe entred the Fight again, but Hts Chirurgeons would not 
iu ann wile permit it. 
Thus the abſence of the Emperoꝛz cauſed Don Bellianis and 
his party to pꝛevail: but although he behaved himſelf with 
great. valoz, and killed map Knighfs and Giants, pet their 
great numbers ſtill freſhlp coming on, in the end tired him, ſo 
that when the night appꝛoached ( he habing continued the Bat⸗ 
cel all that dap) he wichdzew His men, and contented Himſelf 
with what he Had done, foz the next mozuing Having taken 
an accounc. of the numbers that he had loff, he found that he 
wanted but fifteen thouſand men, when on the enemſes part 
were flain at leaff fifep thouſand men. | 
That dap the Knights of Hope, and of the Flaming Sword, 
did perkozm bꝛabelp, and not Having ever ben in any Battel 
befoze, thep bythe example of their General perfozmed excel» 
len:ly both in commanding and executing, and the Pzince ok 
Meſopotamia though a moſt valiant A night, and much againtt 
his will, ty dap perfozmed nothing, fo: he remafned where 
hig General had commanded him and there was no occaſion to 
uſe that foꝛte that was under His command till it was night. 
and then they retreated in god oꝛder to the place where he was 
placed, and there taking up their quarters expeded the apzoach 
of the next moznings lun to renew their fight. Mews was ſon 
carried everp where of the god foftune of the Knight of the 
Golden Image, and the foztes under his command, and How 
that in ſingle Combate he Had ſo winded the Emperoz ok 
Trezibond in the arm, that he was fozced to leave the fight, and 
of thole other adbantages chat He Had gotten, which cauſed 
many maze of rhe Souldan of Babylons Subjects to come in un⸗ 
fo him, andthe next dap there arrived a kreſh ſapplp of fifty 
thouſand men from the Pꝛince of Numidia ; with pzomiſe and 
aſſurance that he Himſelf would within few daps be with him 
in the head of one Hundzed thouſand _ „and then they did 
net 
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not queſtion but the p ſhould be able to txpel their enemies out 


of the Countrep. 
But Don Bellianis believing that He had Foztes enough al- 
ready to perfozm that withour ann new Additions, reſolved to 


+ trp the foztune of another day with his whole Armp, reſolbing 
ta die 6; dzive His enemies out of the field. In this reſolution 


he continued, and there koꝛe gave oꝛder that all ſhauld be in rea⸗ 
dinels to fall upon their euemieg, whenſoever He ſhould com- 
mand them. 

On the other ſide che Emperoꝛ of Trebizond was much diſ⸗ 


«contented at the wound he Had reteib d, but relolb d that ſhould 


not Hinder Him from fighting in His own perſon in the next 
Wattel which He intended ſhould be within two days, foz bn 
that time He expected a recruit of fiftp thꝛuſand men which 
wert already raiſed, and onelp ſfald behind to expect His Com⸗ 
mand foz them co adbance;which Foz tes he ſenc foz with this 
reſolution, that as ſon as then were come to Him He would a- 
gain hazard another Field-battel,but He was hindered of his 


- purpoſe, foz Don Bellianis attoꝛding to his reſolution he had al- 
. ready taken, did engage Him and alt His Forces in another 


Field hattel, befoze the arrival of his other Fozces, as ſhall be 
ſhewed pou at large in the Chapter following. 


CHAP. XN 


How. Don Belianis fought another Battel with the Emperor of 
Trebizond , and how he forced him to leave the Field; and 
how he followed him into his own Countrey.: 


Wo hours befozodap the next mozning did Don Bellianis, 
without aun noiſe of Trumpets, oz other warlike Jn: 


- Fxumentcs, leave His own Camp, and with his whole Fozces 


marched to aſſault His Enemies, who Having kept a tric 
Watch took che Alarm, but befoze then could put themſelves in 
a readinels, Don Bellianis and his Fozces Had ſacrificed the 
lives of above twenty thouſand men. 


: ip Emperoz of Trebizond being enragedat this ſurpzilal, 
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ſon called foz his Ar nioꝛ, and Having arm'd Himſelf tFerewith' 
aud being mounted on a luſfn Courter, ſon revenged himſelf 


of ſome of His Enemies, fo; befoze he brake his Lance He dil⸗ 
mounted above twenty Knights, and being accompanied with 


twenty fierte Gpants (who were appointed foz hig Guard bp 
reaſon of the laſt days misfo1tiurie) then with their bzoad and 
ſharp cutting Cymetars and Bartel axes made a woful de- 
frucion,to what place ſoever they came pzeſent death followed 
tothoſe that retTed chem:at-lengtch then met with the Prince 
of Meſaporaguia, who Having bin idle all the laſt battel, was re- 
ſolved to make amends tn this daps tombate, and went wich a 
Guard of a Þundzed Enights, killing and fozcing their ways 


thzow their enemies Camp:Him and his Knights did the Tm- * 


pe:02 and his Gpants ofſail, and between them hapned a blw⸗ 
du Conflict ; fox the Gpants being ok the beſt inthe whole 
Army, had pzeſently lain Fhove twenty of his Knights, whieß 
ſo enraged the Meſapotamſan, that maugre all their re ſiſfante, 
he ſen: two of their black loulg immediatelp to atrompany his 
Lntghrs, and ketceiy bzeaking ch:ough the midif of them, he 
ran again} che Tmperoz with great advantage foz he well 
nigh dil mounted him from his hozle: ſoz he not being pꝛobided 
fo: che encounter, was fozced to tatch Hold of his Hozſe neck to 
ſave kimſelk from falling. At whish n ailc he recovering him⸗ 
leit, and being enraged; wifh 5. wund gabe his adberlarp ſo 
mighty a blow on the Helmet, that be bent his head to the 
hozſes neck, and would habe ſon diſpatched Him of his life, 


but that the Krilghr of Hope came timely enough to pꝛebent 


him, and ſo recetved the blow, and returned it lo fiercely on 
the Emperdz, that He was typuuded on the Thigh : and by 
this time the Pꝛinte of Me ſapotamia Had retoveerd his ſenſes 
and finding the danger He was delibered from, was firff.cthanke 
ful to th? heavens, and then revenged himſelf on one or the G& 
ants, who was next him, whole arm he cut off, and weunded 

him ls in the ſide, that his life was ſacrificed to His revenge. 
Thus the Battel was in this part of the field, but the Knight 
of the Golden Image, and the Knight of the Flaming Sword ke» 
ping coinpany with one another, made very great havock of

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1 04 Den Bellianis of Greece: | 
their enemies, and being followed by a great party of valiant 


Unights, gave the enemp lo terrible an On ſet, that after two 
Hours contention thep fled and left the field, Having firſt left it 


thickly ſtrewed with the dead bodies of the Emperozs Fozces. 


Don Bellianis purſued Him ſo long, that in the end then rame to 
a great Rivie, and ſ&ing that death.was both.befoze and be⸗ 


bind them, thep made a ffand and bzavely reſiſted him and all 


His Foxces, where thep fought ſo deſperately, that the ſtreams 
of the River which were wont to be of a chziſtal Hue, were now 
by means of the great ſlaughter was there made, hetome of a 
ſcarlet dp. . | 
All this while the Emperoz and Hig Giants, with great part 
.of hi Foztes, were engaged as J told pou, with the Pꝛinte of 
Meſapotamia and the Knight of Hope, where though then on 
both ſides perfornied miratles, pet in the end in delpighte ok 


all the reltſfante he could make, afftr the death of manp'of his 


Giants, and a berp great ſlaughter of his men, was like wile 
fozted to retreat, which he did with a great deal of lobzietp, ho⸗ 
ping that the other part of his Armp was in better tale than 
that which He commanded. But he was not loug without tee 
knowledge of what had Hapned to them: and hearing thar 
they were engaged at the River ſide, he then commanded ſome 
of the moff valiant of he Giants co make god the Retreat 
with the beit advantage'? au the leaſt loſs then could, while 
He Himſelf went in all haſte to His Fozces , Hoping bp his pꝛe⸗ 
ſence to put new courag? into their bzefts. *When he came to 
them, he found that then had made a mightþ reſiſfance, and 
that the Fight was very bloody; wherefoze that He might 
ererciſe the part of a diſcreet Ggneval, and bing them off with 
the leaſt loſs, he knowing that there was a Bzidge not far off, 
ſent to poſſeſs it : which when he had done , He commanded 
his Army ts retire thither as faſt as they could, he himſelk, 
with the molk valiant &nightsS of His whole Armp making 
god the Rear as well as they could ; but notwichffanding all 
the diligence and valoz that then could uſe, Don Bellianis and 
the Knights with him plied their inifine(s lo well, that ere 
thep got ober the River maſip of chem loſt their * : Nc 
length

length then got to the other ſide of the River, and in deſpight 
of Don Bellianis ana all His Foztes, then cut down the Bꝛzidge, 
ſo that there was no wap foz Him and his fozces to follow them = 
This being done, he left a ſtrong Guard at the Rivers ſide, 
and then return'd to the place where the Emperoz had entam 
ped, where thep found great Treaſure,foz lo great was their 3 
haſte in theit retreat, that tk en Had not timeto rake ann thing 
with them. All the Brotu of the Emperoꝛs Camp he gave to -— 
the Douldiers,which gave them a great [atisfacion, and cau* 
ſed them ever to habe a great eſterm of him. 
This being done, he diſpatched Pelſengers to infozm the 
Souldan of what he had dene, not fozgetting to wzite to his 
Dear Pꝛintels. the remembzanceof whom made him the moze 
deſirous to put au end to theſe wars, that He might ſolace His 
ſpirits in her compatiy. The Emperoz of Trebizond being 
thus fozted to leave the field, and lo tog that Foztune wasa 
little contrary to him, pet being of anertraozdinarp courage FE 
reſolved fill to perlebere in his enterpꝛile, and net to leave off 5 
baſelp, Hoping in the end to attain his deſires, and in ozder tos 
the fkrengthning and recrufting his fozces, he lenk tommands 
to thole Fozces that were behind, to await His coming to a.

Trebizand Hadcauſed to be bzoken; which when he had bone, 8 
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he paſſed over with his whole Armp, reſolving to purſue his | 
enem3, which he did accozdingln: and thus in gad — he ifs 
maärched = 
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marched tin he arribed near the Citp of Pharez, where he ſaw 
that the Cnemp Had made ſtrong entrenchments without the 
Town , ſo that all he did at pzeſenc was co encamp Himſelf 
near them; which when he had done, he pꝛepared to give 
them an allault, which he did, as ſhall be ſhewed non in the

*\ On B:llianis beine bern deſtrous to do all that might be 
1D poſſible foz the dbertoming ok his enemy, befoze aun 
other help tame to him, that he mighc acquire the moze honoz 
thereby, relolbed to ſet upon his enemies Camp, that was 
without the Citu, and (it poſſible) fozce them to retive into the 
Citu, that he might lap a cloſe Siege thereto, and lo hinder 
them from going abzoad fs2 pꝛobiſions. In ozder to whichre- 
ſolutton, after his men had reffed themſelves, de commanded 
them to pꝛavide to aſſault their enemies. | 
On the other ſide the Emperoz reſolving to abide Him there, 
twk care foz frech lupplies, foʒ he not onelp ſcnt thzough all his 
own Dominiofts foz moze help, but likewiſe ſent Ambaſſadozs 
to thoſe Kings that were either his Friends oz of His All ante, 
ſuch as were the kings of Albania, Georgia, and the Emperoz 


che Ambaſſadozs who went, made ſuch expedition, and had ſuch 
god ſucceſs in their Embaſſies , that the Cmperoz had great 
alliſfante, as pou ſhall Hear Herafcer.Jn the mean time,kuows 
ing that he had not onelp a valiant, but a politick enemp to 
deal with, he kept Fria Guards both within and without the 
City, left he ſhould be ſurpꝛiʒed. f 
Don Bellianis notwithffanding al the diligence he toß, did oy 
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of Muſaovia, deſiring them not ta fail him in this ottaſten, and 
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pꝛize Him; foz having dzawn out aSquadzon of ſiftp thouſand 
Knights.,the moſt accompliſh'ditn the whole army, tauſed chem 
to puta piece of white ſillt oʒ cloth in their Helmets; that then 
might know one another though in the dark:and in the middle 
of the night, when His enemies expected no ſich matter, he 
came to the Camp, and killing the Cenfinels,fell in among the 
Emperozs Fozces , and flew many of them be foze then could 
arm themlelbes, and ſuch was their confuſion in the dark, that 
chep withont knowltdge flew one another, not knowing their 
enemies from their friends by reaſon of the darkneſs of the 


night, and their not befng'acquainted with His ffratagem, In 


this manner he run thꝛough the Camp, and being followed by 
the beſt of His Army, came to the walls of the City, deſiring 


them to open, perſwading the Guards that they were of their 


own partp, telling them that they muff nxds ſpeak with the 
Emperoz: but the Guards who Had commands to the tentra⸗ 
rp, went immediately to the Emperoz and told him thereof, 
who ariſing from his bed, came tothe wall, and then he bern 
well underſfod that the mn was alarmedz wßerefoze he re- 
fuſed to open the Gates, not knowing whether they were of 
big own Army oz enemies. | 


Don Bellianis perteibing this, and that it would be to little 


pur pole to continue Pers. departed, and ſo returned thozough 
the enemies Camp, kMing and flaping all chat were in bis 
wan, and ſo being gone thzough the Camp aud paſſed-all the 
Guards, he cauſed the retreat to be ſounded; which pis Soul- 
dierg hearing, ſon underſtod the meaning thereof, and la left 


the Camp and came co Him; who when thep were come, fatrin 


retreated to thefr own Nuarters ; But Don Belliants who Had 


an intent to ſurpzize the Citn, and failing therein, as pou

This aaion gave the Empero: a ſenſible difpleaſure,and did

Hig reſolves into execution, where foze he gave ffrin command 
| : to 
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to keep double Guards; and moze ſtrid Watches , Hoping in 


ſhozt time to habe ſuch aid that he might be able not onelp to 
revenge that loſs, but to beat His Fozces out of the field: But 


| befoze ann Fozces came to his aſſifances Baltaſano Pzinte ol 


Numidia arrived at the Camp of Don Bellianis with one hun⸗ 
dzed thouſand men, and with new Dzders from che Souldan, 
that if the Emperoz would pay the coſt of the Mar, and dil⸗ 
band His Foztes, that then he ſhould habe peace, otherwile that 
then ſhould pzoſecute the War againſt him ts the utmoſt;fuch 
was the deſire and inclination that the Douldan had foz peace 

Theſe Pzders much troubled Don Bellianis, being bern dil⸗ 
contented that the War muſf end, and that he could not lacri⸗ 
fice the life of his Rial, fearing him lo long as he ſh3uld live, 
leſt he ſhould ſo pꝛopound the Having of the Pzinceſs Floris- 
bella, as the Souldan ſhould accept of it, and fnd#d when the 
pꝛopoſitions were ſent tothe Emperoz , he was willing to ac- 
cept of them pꝛobided he might þave the Pzinceſs fo2 Hig wife, 
otherwile He would ſtand to the utmoſt Hazard of the war, not 
queſtioning but bu che help of His Ales and Friends, hut that 
He ſhould not oneln be able to beat His enemfes ont of his 
Countrep,but to aſlault them in theirs , and give them ſuch 
trouble that the Douldan would be willing to pꝛopound his 
Daughter foꝛ a compoſition of the Mar. 

This anſwer being returned to the wo Generals, Don Bel- 
lianis and Baltaſano, diſpleaſed them both, but the anger that 
Don Bellianis wag in at this pꝛopoſitton was ſo great, thar J 
am not able to expꝛels it; foz riſing from the place wh 
late, he delibered this anlwer ts the Pell enger: 

Go tell thy Maſter, that ſo long as the Souldan of Babylon has 
Subjects in his whole Empire, that he ſhall never compel him to 
ſuch baſeneſs as the proſtituting his moſt Royal Daughter to one 
fo baſe and unworthy : and were all the Treaſure of the Souldan 


exhauſted , all his Subjects ſlain, and none left in his whole Em- 


pire to defend him, yet I would command ſuch an Army from 
other parts in defence ofthe Royal Princeſs Florisbella, as ſhould 
not onely be able to expel thy Maſter from the Souldans Domi- 


nions, but alſo to deftroy him, and all his in the very heart of. his 


own 
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This was the Anſwer of Don Bellianis , and ft was ſpoken 
with ſo much fiercenels, that the very fire iſlued out of his 
epes fo anger, and he could hardly utter His wozds fo the in · 
ward bexation that he tak at the Demands of the Emperoz. 
Thus the Neflenger being returned, Don Bellianis and Balca- 
ſano reſolved both ta aſſauic Him on the next dap, and uſe their 
utm9 7 endeavozs to gain the City, and chereupon thep pzovi- 
ded all things ready foz an Aſlault. | |

teibe him; which was no ſconer done, but there came a Knight 
armed in white Armoz, who taking a Lance entred the Liffs, 
and expected the ſound of the Trumpet that he might begin his 
Ceurſe: the Knight of the Wolf did the like, and then bravelp 
meting bꝛake their Lances in the encounter, and ſo paſſed on; 
at the next encounter the Knight of the Wolf had ſo god foz- 
tune, as to oberthꝛow the other Knight out of the Saddle,and 
paſſed on being unſhaken, and expected another Afſaplanr, 


whey pzeſently another Knight armed in Azure Armoz entred 


the Liff, and doing his obepſance to the King and Queen, ex- 
peded the encounter, which was lo fierce that he loſt both his 
ffirrops , and the Hozſe of the Knight of the Wolf was on his 
buttocks , but He ſon made Him riſe and lo went bzavelp on, 
when taking another Lance , and reſolving to be revenged of 
His late diſgrace, he ran ſo fiercelp againſt the Knight in the 
Azure Armoz , that he ſent him from his hozſe to the ground 
with his Saddle between bis legs. :

Thep being all dzeſſed, ton was come when they ſate down 
to Dinner, which being done thep all went to the Tilt pard to 
pzoſecute that ſpozt then Had begun,where everp one being lea⸗ 
ted in the lame oder thep were the dan befoze, the five Cham- 
pions rid about the field expecting the aribal of ſome adbentu⸗ 
rous Knight:thep Had not ſfaped long ere thep Had their defire

To which the 
Pzince of Phenicia replyed, J to mn experiente know, Dir

onle oz two Lances without anp effec, and neither of us have 
ann advantage, that you will pzocced to the Swozd, where we 
may habe moze oceaſton to trp our valozs. To this Requef 
the Knight of the Keys conſented, and lo thep fo2thwith bzake 
off their diſcourſe, and began thefr Career. 

Gꝛeat was che furp with which both theſe Champions met 
and thep reſolving to ſhew all their ſfrength, bzake their Lanes 
tes in pietes, aud ſopaſſed on; at the next entounter then res 
ſolved to perfozm better, and lo then did, koz then not oneln 
bzake their Lantes, as befeze, but mæting with their bodies 
with great fury, fell both to the ground. Gzeat was the admi⸗ 
ret on at this wonderful encounter, and both the Knights 
were themſelves much amazed, but thep nimblfgor on their 
fert, and the Knight of che Keys being angred at this mis faz⸗ 
| tune, went to the Pzfnce of Phenicia , and ſaid: Sir Knight,

cary foʒ ſo great a Aopage as he intended to take, He tok His 
leave of his Parents, his Pother giving him thꝛer rich jewels 
at his departure, and Her Bleſſing, and lo he departed, talking 
ſhipping foz England, wherehe arrived and perfozmed mann 
valiant Deeds of Arms: but His reſolution being to ſ& range 
and far Countreps, he took ſhipping again, and erofſing over

Sir Knighe, I much marvel that you keep your ſelf fo concealed 
for know very well that the King, Queen, and the fair Princeſs 
Magdalena, would be very glad to know your Linage, and Coun- 
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Countrey , eſpecially my Lady Magdalnz ; and if you would be 
pleaſed to tell it w me, I ſhall inform her therein, which I know 
will be a great ſatisfaction to her. 

The Rnight hearing this dilceurſe, and perceiving that it 
was occaſtoned by the Pzincoſs, gave Her this Anſwer. 

Thar ſince his departure from his Parents he had not diſcovertd 
himſelf to any, and that the Princeſs ſhould command more from 
him than any perſon in the World: but ſhe muſt excuſe him in this 
particular, onely you may certiſie her in general, that I am born 
of Princely Paremtage , and that Iam her very humble Servant: 
And I pray Madam (ſaid he) remember my hearty Love and Ser- 
vice to her, and give her on my behalf this Jewel. And thereup⸗ 
on He gave herone of the Jewels his Mother had given him, 
which rhe eld Lada received, and ſo thep parted. 

She in all haſfe coming to the Pꝛintels, gave her the effects 
of her diſcourſe, and the Jewel ; at which ſhe was extreamlp 
latisfied and ſtil was every dap moze and moze entangled and 
enſnared in the bonds of Lobe: and thereupon ſhe cauſed the 
old Ladp to hat. another Conference with bim. Ar which ſe · 
tond Conference he told her, that if che Pzinceſs would be 
pleaſed to grant him pzibate acceſs to Her, he would give her a 
ſatisfagozy account of his Effate and Condition: the which 
the old Ladp pzomilſed to effea,and thereupon He gave Z*s ano« 
ther Jewel to pzefent to the Pzinceſs in his Zehalf , which ſhe

ring life, and he in teſtimonꝝ of his love gave her another Je» 
wel, moze worth than both the fozmer ; all which he had, as 4

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took a Gold Chain from her Neck, and beſfowed it upon Him; 
the which he received in Heartp god will. An this was done 
in pxivate , not ſo much as the old Ladn being pꝛelent; and 
when then had thusdone and the old Ladp was come, after 
manp fare wels, though unwilling, he departed. 

This buſineſs being thus concluded on, he libed long time 
in the Court, and {till was in the ſame credit with the King 
and Quten. At length he was relolbed further to cry the Cons» 
ffancu ok his Pꝛincels, and thereupon tok an oppoztunitg to 
ſpeak to her, and told her that now he had been there a long 
time, and (aw no way How to gafu the god will of her Father 
and Mother , and therefoze reſolved to go home and vifie bis 
Parents.

119 
aroſe.loking to l whither the Fowl would fly, which did ſon 
alight on a Tre, but he ſon followed her, and diſturbed her 
by thꝛowing ſtones at her, till he fozted her to flu away wich 
the Purle; he being moze angry chan befoze,ffill followed her, 
and ſhe fluing towards the water ſi de, he fill purſued her with 
ffones, which the Bird percetving,at length let the Pure fall 
fnto the Sea, but it was in lo ſhallow a place that he could 
ſ& it Ine at the bottom, but could not come at it, it being a great 
wap in the water: he attempted mann ways to tome at it, at 
laſt He diſcovered an old Boat Hard bn, ts which he repaired, 
and finding a ffaff therein, he intended to puſh the Boat to the 
place where the Purſe lap, to rhe end he might retober it: 
which he ceuld not do, foz the Boat coming into the frength 
of the ſtream, in delpight of all He could do, de was carried a 
great wan from the place where he to Boat, and at length ke 
came into the min Dea, when, ough tw late, He would Have 
th2own þimſelf into the Dea, ff by that means he could habe 
got on ſhoꝛe.

But now we return ts Him who made Heabp complaints nat 
onely foz His own migfoztune, bur that of his Pꝛintels: And 
thus His Boat was at the mercp of che Sea foz ther dans, He 
expecting every moment when he and the Boat ſhould be de- 
boured bp che dea; but his Deſtinn Having pzepared Him fo 
better foztunes, at laſt He was fozred by the tmpetuorſneſs of 
the waves, on a little Jfland fn the Pediterranean Seas, called 
Zane , where when he came on ſhoze, he pꝛailed God foz his 
ſafe deliverance from the Sea, not without mann tears foz 
the loſg of His dear Pzinceſs. There when He Had in lome

Thus accompanied. thep came one moznſ1'g to the Ring and

Have Heard, which gave them an ſome trouble, hut Don Cla- 


ne» Having a m9ze par ticular eſtœm foz Him than re reſt, ſa. 
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t he occaſion of his melancholln: which when he Had Heard, he 
was like wiſe much troubled thereat, participating in the loꝛ⸗ 
rows of his friend, and pꝛomiled him that ſo ſon as He had 
ſten His Bzother Don Bellianis, that He would return with him 
to Conſtantinople, and there would taule ſuch diligent ſearch 
to be made, that He would find Her if ſhe were ann where in all 
thoſe Seas,vowting unto Him an eternal friend hip; which the 
Knight of the Keys not anelp accepted, but pzomiſed the ſame 
ſhould continue to Him to the end of his life.

new courage to His Soldfers, and he engaging with Don Bel- - 
lianis cauſed them that were about to fl into the City, to face 
about and return upon their Enemies, and then there was a 
fierce Slaughter upon al ſides. | 

The Pꝛinte of Numidia with a Party of fifty thouſand men 
rode up and down the Field, to gibe his aſſiſfance to that part 
oꝛ place where there was moff nerd: and there was one paren 
of the Emperoz of Trebizond's Fot: ſoldiers of about fifep thous 
ſand, who kept cloie together, and did much harm to his Dol - 
diers, being commanded and grarded by ten frang Gpants, 
whom the Numidian attempted to diſpevſe, but rhep were all ſo 
reſolute that He could not bzeak thzough their Ranks; wheres 
foze he attempted them a new wap, and refiring from them 
fir, ozdered His Squadꝛons in the faſhion of a Wedge, the 
Front not being above twentp Knights, but the Rear was a- 
bove fibe Hundzed men bzoad, and he in the Head of this part 
fozced with his twenty Knights into rhe ranks of his enemies 
Squadzon , and maugre all the reſiffance of the Gyants and 
the reſt, be went into the body of the Armp,and being gone ſo 
far, the reſt followed him, till at length the Rear of His Squa⸗ 
dꝛon opening to the rig ht and left, and ſo wheling about both 
waps, encompaſſed the Enemies Squadꝛon, engaging them in 
Front, Rear, Flanks and Middle, and inderd on all ſides ar 
one and the ſame time, He had luch ſuctels that in ſhozt time 
he killed moſk of them, ſo that of fiftÞ thouland men there was 
not. ft one thouſand alibe. 

All this while the Emperoꝛ Himſelf was fighting valiantlz 
with Don Bellianis, where He gave and received many wounds, 
but there was little advantage berwen them, bp reaſon then 
were hindzed bp the multifude of other Knights that fought a⸗ 
bout them. This incenſed Don Bellianis, being full of w:ath- 
that he could not execute the Revenge he intended on His Ene⸗ 
mp ; but befoze then were parted He gabe Him one large wound 
on the ſhoulder, and then the company encreaſing he was fozs 
ted to leave him, and ſo he fell into the Ranks of His Enemies, 
being much angred ; the effeas of which cauſed the death of 
manp pevxſons, foz he ſeldom gave a ſtroke but death .

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lowed, Ye was attended bp the Pꝛinte of Mefaporamia , the 
Knight of the Flaming Sword, and the Knight of Hope, who did 
berp well teſfifie themſelves to be baliant Knights, and god 
Pzacitjoners in Bellonas Field: great was the laughter 
where thep came, but far greater where the Pzince of Numi- 
dia was; foz he had deffropyd all his foes, and was now com: 
ing te Don Bellianis to aſſiſt him, but he neded little of his aid: 
foz like a roaring Lyon he flew like Lightening into all places 
of the Field. 

The Emperoz of Trebizond hearing of thẽ il foztune of his 
Squadzon of For, in whoſe frength he pur much confidence, 
was greatly diſmayed at that Overthꝛow, and being angred at

expzeſs Pefſenger tame with Letters from the Camp, which 


he delivered to the Souldan, who immediately cauſing them 
to be opened, there was wzitten as followeth, |

+ Souldan of Babylon. 
Dread Lord, | 
[nce my arrival with your Forces I have been ind{fferently ſor- 
tunate, for I have nor onely ſatisfied the mindes of your own, 
Subjects in the way that I marched, but have alſo received much 
aid by their voluntary aſſiſtance, which ] accepted of according, 
to the Orders that you ſent me, and we have had ſome Engage- 
ment wich the Enemy to a very good advantage; for we have for- 
ced him to leave your Countrey, part of which he was entred into 
and retire into his own with much loſs and diſadvantage. The 
Arrival of the Prince of Numidia was very importunely done, for 
we were then engaging the Enemy, who is fo wilfully reſolute, 


that without the aid he brought we ſhould have had ſome difad- 


vantage. 
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The Offers of Peace you ſent were tendredto the Empercr of 
Trebizond , but he in hopes of Aſſiſtance from his Neighboring 
Kings, is ſtill reſolute to proceed in the War, unleſs he may have 
the Princeſs your Daughter offered up to him - Which Propoſiai- 
ons of his we wholly declined, and ſuch is the anger of your Sub- 
jefts at his Acrogancy in propounding things fo unreaſonable, that 
rather than their Princeſs ſhall be expoſed to a thing fo diſagree- 
able ro her inclination, they will all loſe their lives. If, Sir, you 
continue in this opinion (as I hope your Imperial Majeſty will ne- 
ver condeſcend to a thing fo baſe and mean, as the Proſtitution of 
your Daughter, to have peace with your Enemy) I then queſtion 
not but to force your Enemy to very good ter ms, and. much to 
your advantage. If the aid the Emperbr expects does come in to 
him, it will occafion the lengthning of the War, and you ſome 
trouble to ſend freſh ſupplies, which I queſtion not your readineſs 
to perform; And Sir, aſſure your ſelf, that in ſo juſt a cauſe as this, 


I (hall not onely hazard my own perſon to the utmoſt perils, but 


rather than condeſcend to any thing that is baſe, I ſhall be able of 
my ſelf to raiſe ſuch Friends as ſhall bring me two hundred thou- 
fand men to juſtiſie this Quarrel , and be revenged of your unrea- 
fonable Enemies : Bur I hope, Sir, e're any freſh Supplies come 
to the Enemy, that we ſhall be able ro compal him to put an end 
to this War: And affure your ſelf that all my utmoſt endeavors 
ſhall not be wanting in execution of this publick Affair, as hither - 
to I have been ready to hazard my Perſon in the preſervation of 
your Majeſty, and that of your Family, and I ſhall think my ſelf 
vfficiently fatisfied, if for all my trouble and travel you will do me 
che honor to permit me to be a ſervant to You and yous Family, 
and more particularly to be admitted hy your fair Daughter as a 
Servant to her Vertues; In expectation of which I ſhall account 
nothing dear, ſo as I may be admitted for her Champion, and I 
queſtion not but I ſhall give a ſatisfaction to you all; which I make

Gzeat was the aſfoniſhmrut and joꝝ of Don Bellianis at this 
Letter, now concluding Himlelf to be the happieſt of al men li⸗ 
bing. Mabing read this Letter, he omitted the reading of

His Friends, but eſpectalip the valiant KnfgHt Peter of Ireland; 

who was a ffranger to him, and in whom he law a great 
magnanimity. Thus leaving off Conſultations tin the moz⸗ 
ning, everp one departed to Tents pzovided fo them; After 
then were departed , Don Bellianis bzeaking open the Letter 
from the Pzinceſs Flocisbella, he found in it thus wzitten:

great content He Had received by the Letters, pet he was up 
earlp the next mozning, and mounting on his hozle He viewed 
the Field, which was the blodielſt ſpecacle that eber was be⸗ 
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held, it being beſfrowed with the bodies of almo two hundzed 
thouſand men, whereof one Hundzed and fiftp thouſand were 
of the Enemies. - Afterwards he retired into his Tent, where 
ſome of the Commanders and Knights were rome to wait on 
him to know his pleaſure , ſo he ſent foz the reſt of the Chief |

A was the cauſe that the god Knight Peter adbenfured himſelf 
in ſuch manner, that he has now loſt His like; and therefoze it 
is mn cauſe that ſo much griek is come to his Parents fo; his 
lols. Certatalp he loſing of me, Hath trabelled lo many Coin: 
trens in ſearching foz me, that he is now taſt awap at Sea and 
become food fo2 Fiſhes. It Had been much better that J had ne⸗ 
ber ben fair, oz at leaſt that J had never conſented to Have left 
my Parents, ſo cotozment and afflia them; but Heaven is juff 
and hath now deſervedlp ſent oþts loſs to puniſh mefo2 my dil 
obedience : Ah what ſhall now become of me⸗ I ſhall never a⸗ 
gain ſe the face of mp dear Knight,noz never give anp comfozt 
to mp dear Parents in my ſight, fo (inte J habe ben ſounfo:: 
tunate) Here will Jend mp life, and fo2 the future do better 
ſervice to God foz the expiation of my ins. 
Thug did ſhe lament, and thns continued ſhe fn this place 
in the greateſt devotion in the wozld, never ffirring out but to 
the Earls, where ſhe went ſometimes , to accompany them in 
their Lamentatfons foz the loſs of their Don and her Feiend, 
reſolving that lo long as ſhe lived ſhe would not diſcover her

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How News came to the Souldan at Babylox of the Victory obtaĩ- 
ned againft the Emperor of Trebizond , and how the Souldan 
and many of his Court went out to meet Don Bellianis and his 
Compantons. 


E We Souldan of Babylon was verp jopful foz the Arrival 
of the two Pzinces Clarinco and Lucidamore , Bzothers 
to Don Bellianis and the reſt of the Knights their Compani⸗ 
eng, and he and all His Court had much Hope that they and the 
Foztes which then conducted to Don Bellianis, would be able to 
reduce the Emperoz of.

Madam, replyed che Pzfnceſs, if either pou 0z mp Father 
would pꝛepound ſome one that were fitting foz mp Qualitp end 
Condition, I ſhould be readp to bend my inclinations cowards 
Him, and willinglp content pou therein. 

Padam, (aid the Pzinceſs Mattaroſa, J ſuppoſe the Pzince\s 
mu Couſin would willingly ſatisfie pour ſelf and her Father 
in this particular; but if pon pleaſe to hear mp advice, 3 ſhall 
cudeabo; to pleaſe pou both. J beliebe it the moſt necefſarp 
thing to be conſidered of in this Choice , to Have one that ſhall

Iy at your diſpoſe, and we ſhall all joy fully obey your juſt Deſires 
or Commands, knowing that the Gods who have endowed you 
with ſo much Valor, have certainly beſtowed on you the like quan-

Commands of that Incomparable Princeſs your Daughter, who 
hath made me fo happy as to admit me to be her Servant, and in 
whoſe juſt quarrel I ſhall dare to do any thing that ſhe ſhall further 
command me, not queſtioning but her goodneſs will give me a re- 
ward ſufficient : and if you pleaſe to let me continue her Servant, 
and give me freedom in that, I hall eſteem my ſelf in the greateſt

To this the Souldan replied , Prince of Greece, I am ſo far

Don Bellianis Having heard this, immediatelp fell on His 
knes , and notwith ſtanding all the reſiffance of the Souldan, 
kiſſed Hig Hand, and Fraitlp emb;acing him, in mo Humble 
manner. 


Ah Mighty Sir! What Thanks or Rerurn- m I able to make 
for this ſo immenſe and moſt defirable Favour? were I poſſeſſed 
of the whole Worlds Empire, I ſhould yet eſteem my ſelf too mean 
a perſon to enjoy ſo great a happineſs as that of the Perſon of your 
moſt Incomparable Daughter, whoſe care Perfections command

Paving thus ſpoken, he aroſe from the ground, and retiring 
back a few fteps,he permitted his Bzothers and Companions 
te go fozwards and be received by the Souldan, and then 
he dimlelf went fozwards and kindlp ſaluted the Nobilitp of 
Babylon.

the like number of fozty thouland men was left in the City, un⸗ 
der the conduct of the valiant Knight of the Tyger- Thus was ſhe 
accompanied, but her Arnmoz and-Accoutrements were extraoz⸗ 
dinary; foꝛ ſhe rode on an excellent Yozſe, who was covered witz 
white Armaz; and her own was green enamelled with Gold, rich⸗ 
ly ſet out with pꝛecious Stones; ſhe had a Lance in her hand, and 
a god Sword by her fide, which hurig there by a green Scarf with 
Gold fringe. 
The P2zince of Numidia was not one jot behind her in magni⸗ 
ficences fo2 he was armed in a Silver Armoz , which ſhone lo 
b2ight, that it dazled the eyes of the beholders. The Fozces which 
he led were ſomewhat leſs then hers, but they were modeltzed in 
the ſame manner, being divided inta th2e Dquad2ons, led by 
th2e truſty and valiant Knights; he himſelf tk no particular 
command, as thinking it to be mo2e conventent to be free, that he 
might be every where , as occaſion ſerved ; only he had taken a 
W- thouſand valiant Knights to attend him as his Guard; and he 
Wy. allo had left twenty'thoufand mew in his Camp, to guard oats

and to be as a relerve to the reſt of his Armp, as occaſton ſhould 


require. In this 82der, and thus pꝛepared, did theſe two valiant 
Generals march at the head of their Armies, and, flowly advan- 
cing befoze their Fozces, at length met. The firſt that encoantred 
were the two Generals, the brave Numidian , and the gallant 
'Floceza;who putting the Lance to her Keſt failed not to en ounter

Lance in his 
Reft, but carried it ſo, that it flew over her head without encoun⸗ 
tring her. She ſon law the reaſon of his miſſing her, and, being 
anary at his genersſity, turned back her Yozſe , and cried out, 
Sir Knight, although you ſo much contemn the forces of a Woman, 
et, I hope, before I leave the Field, to make you ſenfible of my va- 
our; and if you will turn back, let us again encounter, Me ſtayed 
not to return her an anſwer ; but, being followed by his Trog of 
one thouſand en, paſſed on to the Body of her Armp, and then 
be ſhewed, by the mightineſs of his blows, that he was not guilty 
of any cowardile; foz he had killed, oz dil mounted, ſix, befoze his 
Lance bzake ; and then, dzawing his Sword, he at ſix lows fent 
as many mo2e into the other Wozld : and being angry at the 
blow the P2inceſs had given him, he was reſolved to revenge it 
on her Followers, Wy this time he was paſſed the firff Battle, 
and was come to the ſecond , which was commanded by the King 
of Aibenia, and him he met to his dammage; fo2 although he was 
a very. valiant Knight, pet he gave him a wound over the arm, 
and the Sword falling heavily on the Bozſes neck, cut off his 
head, ſo that he was diſmounted: but he was ſon reſcued by his 
Followers. And now our Numidian P2ince thought it was time 
to wheel about, and ſ& how his Army was entertained by their 
Enemies; and indeed full time it was fo2 him to do ſo ; foꝛ he 
found the Foze-front of his Army in very great diſo2der , by the 
valiant exploits of the unmatchable Florez: , who had ſo laid 
about her, that ſhe had kill'd, o2 diſmounted, abobe twenty, with 
ber own band, and had thereby made ſuch way fo2 her Followers,

at hhnkelk, who had pzomiſed to aſkiſt him in his wicked deũgn⸗ 
luͤch was the miſfoztune of my Peincels, that he met, fought 
- with; vangniched, and ton Paiſoners both her Father and Lover; 
Aud ha ding them. Uthis:poſſefſion, ſure y guarded, carried them to 
his: Caſtle, and pꝛeſentsd them to the Peincels; telling her, that 
now; if ſhe would ndt graut to his deſires, and agree ta marry 


him; he. would caule them both to be murdered b:fo2e her eyes. 


Sht was mightily perplexed at her great miſfoꝛtune; and all that 
{he could gatn df this Ponſter was, to give her a moncth⸗ time to 
conſidet of this matter, pꝛomiſing then to give him a pafitive ans 
wer. And this ſhe did, in hopes to be relie ved by ſome of her Fa⸗ 
thers Subjects; but they faling her, the made lach Hift; as ſhe gt 
me dut of the Castle, commanding me to go with all ſp2d te the 
Emperoꝛz Court, to get aſſiffance from thence, 1 
And thas, continued this Damlel, have J given von a byicf, 
- bat true account of my Peincelles miſfaztanes, and the cauſe of 
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wp haſty journep; and there toꝛe if you are willing to aſſiſt me in 
this enterp2ize > make no delaps, but face about, and J will con- 
duct pou to khe place where all thele unfoztunate People are kept, 

The two P2inces, Don Clarineo, and Don Lucidamore, need 
not many arguments to induce them ts alliſt tn ſo juſt a cauſe ; 
not only the deience and aſſi{fance of all Ladies in general obli- 
ging them thereto,but that in paiticular, of a Lady their Fathers 
Subjea, whom they very well knew; and their near and tear 
Kinſman, Don Actiieo, foz whoſe aſſiffance and deliverance they 
kuew themſelves very much obliged ; and were very joyful, that, 
aftec ſo long an abſence from their own Country, they might now, 
at their return, be inſtrumental in acting any thing that ihould be 
wozthy of them; wherefoze they ſon faced about, and bidding the 
Damlel pat on, they and their whole Trop followed her. And 
now being upon their way , they inquired ſeveral things of her;

in to him to his aſſifance, all which he entertained, fearing and 
expecting Fozces from my Ladies Fathers Subjects, oz from the 
Emperoz, to come againſt them: and therefoze he is lo well pꝛo⸗ 
vided with Untgbts within and without; and the Caftle is ſo 
well fozcified, that it will be a very difficult enterp2ize to gain it 
by foꝛce; whcrefaze it will be better, in my opinion, laid ſhe, foz 
ſome to get in by policy, and lo ſurpaize it. The Damlels coun⸗

This be⸗ 
ing thus reſolved upon, Don Clarineo, and the five other Knights 
in his Company, marched on alone (leaving the Damſel to con⸗

duct the reſt) and w1&ling about, appꝛoached the Caſkle, as it 
coming from a ſtrange Country; and being eſpted by the Ten⸗ 
tries, thep ſtill came nearer; and being come within hearing, 
the CTentries demanded who they were? and what they would 
habe: Thep replied , they were Friends, and came to ſpeak 
with their Loꝛd Fuſtzgon. When they had thus anſwered, they 
came nearer, and were come tothe Caſtle Gate; and the Guard 
there ſeeing them ſo few i:1 company , permitted them to enter; 
and they were pꝛelentlp conducted to the pence of Fuſt:gon : 
When they came near hiin-, Don Clarineo ſaluted him , telling

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Ly2s, and then fozce that from pou. which. you cannot hindex, At 
the hearing of this lad ſenten.c;the po: LAZY A:3[Wzred Hi mon⸗ 
lp by her. tears, which he pozred ost plentifully.befoze them. 
Supper⸗time being ended, and everyone conducted ta their lodg⸗ 
ings, Don. Clatineo went to his, and, being 4vhilly unſulperted, 
his Companions went. with him. And now all Qegple, but. the 
Centinels and Watch, being alleen, and dur But ts being arm⸗ 
ed, jiſlued aut of. their lodgings, and went to the Ta tle Gates, 
where. they quickly lem ſome of. the Centine s and UWatih ;, but 
there. was. ſuch.a. noile,, tthat the àohdle Taſtle was alarm'd; 
wherenpon one of ;the Knights went np eta the Battlements of 
the Caſtle, and launded a Trumpet; and Don Slicineo, andthe 
other faur, (lo lald abost them, that they had killed moſt of ethe 
Guard; and:paſleſung themſelves ot the keys had. opened the Ca⸗ 
cle Gate, expecting their ald.

ken to be given; all: thizhe:Knew., and was relalvedeta pꝛevent:: 
and therefoꝛe he., being armed and attended y aſufficient num⸗ 
tber of Anights, :went:to the Caſtle Gate, where he found our 
Knights were, and that they. had opened it. Ve pꝛeſſed foꝛwar d 
to ſecure it; but he was lo well reſiſted by Don Clarineo, andchis 
Companions, wha had the conveniency of a narrow place, (ſo that 
their Enemies could net come to them behind) that they nat only 
kept them ock, but laid ſ:veral of them dead at thetr fert.

net only ſbe , bit her Father alſo pꝛomiſed, that at his arrival at 
Conſtantinople , ti the Empereꝛz conſented, he Could be married 
to her, bie having received this pleaßng anſwer, tcfired his 
Coulins, Don Clarireo, and D: »1 Lucidainore , to aſſiſt him with 
the Emperoꝛ foꝛ his conſent: thep pꝛomiſed to elect his deſires, 
And thus did they travel till they came to that great and famous 
City ot Conſtantinople, where, when they came, they were met 
by the nobleſt of the Citizens, without the City, and ſon aſter by 
all the Court; and at the Court Gates, by the Emperoꝛ and 
Empꝛels.

The next dap being come, and the hour of the Conchat ap⸗ 
pꝛoaching, and ali things pꝛodided to receives the Combatants, 
Judges, and Dpecat*2z , the King entred , and mounten on u 
Dcatold , where wan alio the uten, and the chicfe( of the No- 
bles ; tu Junges, who were appointed to be Judges of the Field, 
late at the king's ſet. The Connteſs, and her the Childzen, 
being clay in mourning apparel, late by themſcives ; and the 
Damlel, with the 15:ather of the Carl, by themſelves, on ano⸗ 
ther Scaffold. All things being thug ozdered;, at the ſound of ſe⸗ 
veral Trumpets, the Giant entred the Lifts ; he was mounted 
on a mighty Yozſe,and armed with an Armoꝛ made of the Shells 
of ſeveral Fiſhes , which were harder then any Diamond: his 
Helmet was carried by one knight on fot, and his Kance by eno- 
tber.

the Knight in twain ; and mach hurt it muſt of neceſſity have 
done him, had it hit him fully ; but however, he was mach pꝛe⸗ 
jndiced by ths blow: fo2 their Swozds meeting , the Giants 
SWozd cut the Knight of Cupid's Sword in two. Thus was onr 
pz Linight diffreſſed , being thus diſarmed ; and he had no way 
ts help himCſelf, but only by adotding the blows of the Giant, who 
now fo2ced him about the Field at his pleaſure.

for the future you do not diſobey me. Know then, (ſaid he) that the 


Oath I would have you to take, is this, That you will vet, without my: 

cave, take up Arms for any other Prince in this Land: and there is 
ut juſtice in the caſe Pbecauſe it is owned by all, that I am the Su- 
preme Governor in this Kingdom, I do not contradict what you ſay; 
(replied the Knight of Cupid ) but however, I deſire , before I rake 
an Oath, co be further — the meaning and reaſon of ic. The 
King, being very willing ko gain this knight to his party, told 
him, that although the relation of the full cauſe was ſomewhat 
long, yet he would relate if to him, and thereupon began, This 
Kingdom, of which I am principal King and Governor , is alſo go- 
verned by three other Princes under me, whereof one is my Brother;

ſto her in marciage with Fluſteron, a furious Giint, who lives on the 
Mountains of Callis gford, in the Province of Z/ſte>, and is indeed but 
his own Subject. The young Lady is very-unwilling to be married to 
this Giant: and her Sweet- heart, the Prince of Conaugbt, out of de- 
fire to have her himſelf, or at lezſt-wiſe co hinder her Father ſrom
